NEW EXHIBITION GROUND 


Exhibition Committee Recommends 
East End Park as Suitable Site 
for Exhibition Grounds—Advocate 
Appointment of New Exhibition

The city council last evening were 
besieged by applications for rebates 
and concessions of various kinds frem 
various companies and organizations 
in th ecity, and ingiving these various 
applications the consideration they 
required the meeting was prolonged 
to an nnusual length. The wisdom of 
the civic administration of 1908, un- 
der the guidance of ex-Mayor ” Me. 
Dougall in establishing the custom 
of holling a general committee meet- 
ing of the council prior to the regu- 
lar council meeting, where all mat- 
ters might be freely discussed before 
action was taken, was made strikingly 
apparent last evening. After a brief 
session in council the aldermen decid- 
ed to adjourn until Thursday evening 
and spend the remainder of the time 
in considering matters in committee. 

Briefly the applications for conces- 


sions received and dealt with were 
as follows: 
Edmpnton Incline Railway, for 


guarantee of $20,000 debentures to 
cover indebtedness.—Decided to guar- 
antee $15,000 debentures, subject to 
the appreval of the ratepayers. 
Y.M.C.A., application for free water 
and light and grant towards building 
fund.—Decided to grant $1,500. 
Kinistino avenue residents, asking 
for the paving of that street from 
Jasper to Norwood Boulevard.—Will 
be fully considered at an early date. 
Application for $25 to help cover 
expenses of British Association trip 
through Western Canada next sum- 
mer.—Laid on the table. 
Application of Alberta Poultry and 
Pet Stock Association for $100 grant. 
—~Deecided to grant $50. 


Edmonton Creche Committee ap- 
plied for free telephone, water and 
light for creche.—Decided to grant 
$75. 


A. M. Calderon offered to give ex- 
pert advice on the proper method of 
laying wood block pavement, for $50 
fee.—Laid on the table. 

Exhibition Committee Report. 

One of the most important matters 
brought before the committee of the 
countil last evening was the report 
of the Parks .and Exhibition Com- 
mittee on the handling of the Edmon- 
ton Exhibition in future. The com- 
mittee recommended the establish- 
ment of Exhibition Grounds in the 
East End Park and the re-arrange- 
ment of the board of directors, where- 
by the city should. have a majority 
vote in the matter of conducting an 
exhibition. 

The report will probably be adopted, 
Alderman McInnis remarking that as 
he hae ebeen “told ‘that the affairs of 
the Exhibition Association were rather 
loosely handled in «the past, he 


As this is prattically the “first 
formal report presented by anv com- 
mittee of the council this yéar, an ex- 
cellent... preeedent was established. 
The report was carefully drawn up 
ard neatly typewritten copies being 
supplied te the city press as well as 
to the council. : 

The report on this question was as 
follows : OF ele 

Favor East End Site. 

“After careful consideration and 
consultation with parties well inform- 
ed on exhibition matters, we have no 
hesitancy in recommending that it 
should be, from now on, the aim of 
the council to shape matters so that 
the site of our exhibition should be, 
at the earliest possible moment, trans- 
fered from where it now stands to the 
East End Park; the present site to 
become a park. However, we recom- 
mend that nothing respecting the 
clearing of the grounds, brush cut- 
ting, etc.; be done until the Rast End 
Park has been properly surveyed and 
a plan drawn up by a competent per- 
son, showing all that is contemplated 
to be done and erected on same; that 
is: race tracks, play grounds, cattle 
sheds, stables, arts buildings, agricul- 
tural buildings and so on. — We are 
getting additional information, —pre- 
paratory to the drawing of such plans 
and expect within the next few 
weeks to have in hand expert advice 
on the matter. It is our hope that 
within a short time we shall have 
such a draft plan ready to submit to 
youur body, and after the adoption 
of such a plan, which we thank can 
take place before the end of the wit 
ter,, the clearing of the ground can 
be done. We find it impossible to 
have this year’s exhibition anywhere 
but on the present grounds. 

Would Give City Control. : 

“It is well known that great dis- 
Katisfection has arisen by reason of 
the deficits with which previous years 
operation of the Edmonton Exhibition 
Association has closed, The large 
amounts which the city has had to 
pay makes it imperative for the coun 
cil to obtain all possible information. 
We would recommend that the auditor 
of the city be requested to obtain. 
without any delay, a complete state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditures 
made during 1908 by the said Exhibi- 
fion Association, and make a full 
audit of its books. It is plain that @ 
better sysiem of conducting our ¢x- 
hibition has to be devised. We would

Want Debentures Endorsed. 


H*B. Dawson appeared On beholf of 
the Edmonton Incline Railway Com» 
pany, asking ite city to endorse de- | 
bentures which they proposed to issue 
to cover their dthdebtedness, giving 
a chattel mortgage on the plant as 
security.

Y.M.C.A, Asks For Aid. 

The Y.M,C.A. made application to 
the city for free water and light for 
their building or else a grant of 
$1,500. They also asked for a contri- 
bution to the building fund. W. HM. 
Clark, who was present, urged the 
claims of the Association on the coun- 
cil. He held that it was the duty pf 
the council to support an organization 
of this kind, It was being done in 
other cities and he felt that Edmon- 
ton should do likewise. Mr. Clark 
stated that the building and site cost 
about $72,000. About $28,000 had 
been subscribed by the citizens, leav- 
ing a deficit of $44,000. The member- 
ship of the Y.M.C.A, was now over 
700. The water account of the build- 
ing was over $300 per year and the 
light aecount about $900 per year. 

J. W. Ward, wag A of the Y.M. 
C.A,, spoke briefly on the work being 
done by the association in Edmon- 
ton. Immigrants were welcomed and 
assisted in every way possible. Young 
men {in the city were helped ip an ed- 
ucastional way by evening classes, 
reading room, etc, Great attention 
was paid to the physical development 
of the young mefi and good clean 
sport encouraged, All this helped a 
man morally, There were also practi- 
cal talks by leading men in the city, 
Socially every man in the city was 
heartily welcome. 

H. Gilbert spoke of the splendid 
work being done by the Y.M.C.A. 
among the boys of the city to develop 
their physical, mental and moral na- 
tures along proper lines. 

In discussing the question of mak- 
ing a grant to the Y.M.C.A,, Mr. 
Bown expressed the opinion that the 
council could not make a grant with- 
out submitting the question to the 
ratepayers in the form of a by-law. 

The aldermen all favored making 4 
grant in thig connection, as they felt 
that the Y.M.C.A. was doing good 
work. Ald. Lundy and Fraser sug- 
gested that a lump sum of $5,000 


| should be given to the Y.M.C.A. to be 
idevoted to running expenses and to 


the building fund. 

Ald. Gariepy objected to giving the 
Y.M.C.A. $5,000.

Mr. Clark explained that about 
$3,900 or $4,000 was required at once 
to pay the contractor, This was the 
most pressing debt in the building 
fund, and for that reason they had 
asked for only a small donation 
towards the building fund. 

As there was no question as to’ the 
council’s power to grant a sum to de- 
fray the water and light expenses 
the aldermen favored granting $1,500 
for this purpose. The matter of ynak- 
ing a further grant towards the build- 
ing iund was left to the city solicitor 
to. report as to the power of the coun- 
cil in this matter. 

Gravity System Scheme. 

O. M. Biggar, of the law~dinn of 
Short, Cross & Biggar, addressed the 
council on behalf of Frank Gray re- 
gerding a proposal to supply water to 
the city by means of a gravity system. 
Briefly, Mr. Gray proposed to supply 
water to Edmonton from Pigeon lake, 


This lake wes 72 miles square, lying 
southwest of Wetaskiwin. It was from 
20 to 60 ject deep and was 640 feet 


above the level of the city. It was 
proposed to establish a reservoir in 
the Beaver hills which would contain 
three weeks’ supply of water. Two 
twenty inch pipe lines would lead to 
the city direet from the lake which 
would supply five million gallons of 
water daily with a pressure of eighty 
pounds per square inch, By use of 
the water from the reservoir in addi- 
tion to that direct from the lake a 
pressure of 143 pounds per square inch 
could be secured, making an excellent 


fire pressure, 
The water in Pigeon Lake was of a 
good quality. It was as good as that 


used now in the city in winter. It 
had a hardness of fourteen degrees, 
which was much better than the pres- 
ent water, which had a hardness of 
twenty-four degrees

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulations. 


NY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-section (160 
acres, more or less) of available Domin- 
ion laad in Manitoba, Saskatchewas or 
Alberta, The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Ageney for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, 
‘son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader 

Duties--Six months’ 
and enltivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, moth- 
er, son, daughter, brother or sister.
